{step towards the organisation of

leaders resolved to separate the 
western unions from, the Amezi- 
jcan.Federation of Labour and. 
inaugurate a movement.to.conso-|} 
lidate all-the labour bodies- of 
Canada into one big union. The 
conventionsent fraternal greetings 
tothe Russian Soviet Government 
and to the Spartacists of Germany.

> ALIENS IN: 'THE WEST. 
When the -war came there were 
250,000 Germans and Austrians 
‘in the Western Provinces. There 
‘are many thousands of Swedes, 
Russians, and other European: 
nationalities. It is estimated by 
the Rev. C. E. Manning, of the. 
Methodist Church, that. out. of 
138,787 persons of voting age in 
Saskatchewan, 60 per cent. are 
foreign born and illiterate. In 
‘the Prairie Provinces there are 
; 102,435 persons of foreign birth 
| over 10 years of age who cannot 
spesk the English language. In 
the Winnipeg district there were 
27,000 registered alien enemies. 
There is no doubt that many 
aliens belong to the laboar unions, 
| although: reliable figures are not 
tavailable. Only 8000 Unionists 
voted in favour of the strike in 
Winnipeg, although 30,000 work- 
ers have been involved.

THE: LEAGUE oF NATIONS. |. 


Bie were glad to see that Mr. 
Lloyd George, in the course of his 
much-criticised apeech, made an 
eloquent ‘plea for the League of 
Nations and bespoke. Britain's 
willingness to place her trast in 
this new understanding for the 
preservation of world. harmony. 
It.is true, as he says, that the 
greatest economy can be effected 
if the great nations which have 
promated the League show their, 
Teadiness to stand by its principles. 
But, more important even than 
the saving of wasteful expendit- 
ture, the League has in it the 
possibilities’ of making-big wars 
impossible, thus guarantecing 
peace and concord to humanity. 
‘The Premier said that the in- 
creasing of armaments, would 
make the League a: sham. 
And sa it would. 
sheer hypocrisy for nations to 
subscribe to the principles. of the 
League and then goin fora policy 
of naval or military expansion. 
On the other hand, it would be 
just as absurd for ofe nation to 
follow a disarmament policy 
whilst others were yushing ahead 
with naval construction. © The 
League, if it stands, can only 
stand on a basis of ‘trust between 
allits members, so that what is 
needed if it is to fulfil its proper 
functions and be of benefit to the 
world, is that the Peace signa- 
tories should without delay come 
to agreement on. a well-defined 
system of reduction in arma- 
ments. Until that’ is done, 
suspicions arebound to exist. And 
suspicions. even when unfounded, 
have more the once engendered 
war. 


THE: SHANGHAI CONFERENCE” 

We observe that arrangements 
are now practically» complete for 
the holding of. another internal 
peace conference at Shanghai, at 
which delegates from the North 
and South will. make one. more.

TRAINING THE CITIZEN. 

These ‘three -principles can — 
andthe returned survivors de- 
mand that they should—be carried 
out right through the range; of 
the world’s reconstruction, in 
international relations, in govern- 
ment, in national defence, in- 
dustry, production and trading, 
in education and: art, in social 
relations. : : 

The troublé with all reform is 
that the. sincere reformer is 
humanly preoccupied with the 
interests of his own class, in- 
dustry or country to the exclusion 
of all others, Leninism in Russia; 
“direct action” in labour philos- 
ophy nearer home; the protect- 
jonism of French manufacturers 
of the interior who are’ thereby 
dooming the ruined producers— 
employers ‘and men alike-—of 
Northern France to an even more 
complete rain than the German 
devastations have left them in, 
are three current examples out of 
a hundred that any man can 
instance. © £ 

The cause of it all is that the 
individual cannot see his neigh- 
bour’s point of view and therefore 
ignores it. If social reform is to 
build up: rather than to destroy, 
the citizen—who is always cap- 
able of. self-sacrifice for the 
community, witvess the un- 
exampled sacrifices of the 
war—roust be helped to see “his 
neighbour's puint of view. ~ 
| This is only another way of 
saying that tre esseutial:in the 
returned golidier’s programme ‘of 
reconstruction is education, or, as 
he himself might prefer to call it, 
training in citizenship... >. 

For education is not packing 
the brain by hydraulic pressure 
full of facts and figures to be 
memorised. It isthe training of 
the mind to survey, select, weigh, 
and apply . constructively the 
individual and collective ex- 
perience of human lives: and of 
the body-to function normally to 
the maximum of its capacity- 


factorily.: Pe 
The: ‘basic training of: all 
children should be the same, 
giving the young human being 
equality of opportunity. Cleo 
of achievement is not in Nature | 
-No man, has yet-improved on 
the German Froebel’s theory of 
brain and sense training from. 
earliest nursery days. _It is“con- 
stant” practical exertise of the 
senses, and discipline, that trains 
alike the dog's senses for hunt- 
ing, the Indian's scouting. 
English education for the 
masses stands sell-condemned in 
that it neglects practical training 
of the senses and doesnot at- 
tenypt to discipline the character. 
(That .is-left to the Boy Scout 
movement} *- ay 
Half the world's social and 


industrial troubles some from the | 


lack of education of the mind of 
§ masses and the hands of the 
“classes,” for the first ‘are not 
ltrained to think, and the second 
ara not trained to work. And 
here you come to the central 
difficulty in this'contry—the lack 
of thoroughly educated teachers, 
without whom even a 
system would f.il. . 
Untrained, uncultured, un- 
disciplined teachers cannot pro- 
duce perfect citizens. Working 
men and women, if they desire 
‘education, have to educate them. 
selves -after they. leave school, 
when the precious years of youth 
have. gone, and the unexercised 
brain and untrained senses 


handicap all their effortsseverely: |. 


No wonder “education” as 
‘provided by ‘the County 
Council elementary schools 
is not appreciated ~ by’ 
the working.» class rate- 
payer, and that he keeps’ those. 
rates down at a figure that makes 
it impossible to pay teachers a 
salary adequate to attract. men 
and women of brains and culture 
seeking a carreer. So the 
teachers havé to be drawn from 
the classes that in spite of tne 
free schools, are still known as 
the “ uneducated,’’ from men and 
women Willing to work forlow 
wages and without prospects. 
Fhe lack of culture, discipline, 
and ideals of  citizensbip—for 
which we have novright to blame 
the teacher—are .automatically 
passed on io the children, 
handicapped to start’ with 
by the sort of daily  ex- 
periences imesitable in homes} 
where overcrowding and ignor- 
ance of health laws, familiarises 
them with the abnormal and often 
with the indecent. ‘ 

..I wonder if the ex-public school- 

boy realises the amazing heights 
to which the sons of the slums 
rose when the average. British 
private soldier proved himself to 
cbe heroic in the face of the most 
awful conditions of warfare ever 
known? From the tragic welte= 
of ill-health. and indiscipline: in 
which British civilisation planted 
him he produced ‘rare flowers of 
steadiness, cool courage, and,a@ 
discipline, that has never been 
sarpassed. ‘ 


“ “WHAT CAN BE DONE. 


Can anything be done about ir? 
Of course it can. Theimpossible 
wa#often done inthe war. The 
possible, however difficult, can be 
done in thése coming” years of 
peace, if the team will work 
together as of old. and the coun- 
try, in gratitude tothe men who 
saved it, will pay the price.
